Thereupon Dahari signed 

coalition agreement with 
Mapai and the Progressives, 
setting up a coalition con- 
sisting of himself, the two 
parties, and the Mapam and 
Ahdut Ha'avoda councillors, 
with Mr. Shaked slated for 
the Mayoralty. The Religious 
Party declined to participate 
in this coalition, after being 
approached. 

The members of the 
posed coalition asked 
Ben-Ami to convene 
Council, but he told them 
that according to the law he 
was entitled to call such 4 
meeting any time within two 
weeks after receiving such & 
request from, a majority of 
the councillors, and that he 
did not intend to call the 
meeting any sooner than re- 
quired by law.
